QUESTION OF UNIFORM 
" CHANGES. 


FOR AND AGAINST. 
Southampton.—The Southampton 
Master Mariners’ Club, the mem- 
bership of which now totals 200, 
discuased ‘the question of standard 
uniform in the Merchant Service 
at thelr weekly luncheon, when 
some interesting views were ox- 
prosséd.. From the trend of the 
discussion It was obvious that the 
existing standard uniform was far 
from popular, it being suggested 
that its design showed lack of ima- 
gination, Many members were in- 
clined to the view that it had serv- 
ed the purpose for which it was 
{introduced during the war, but a 
section thought that as it was ‘a 
recognition given to the Merchant

‘Recording: a verdict of suicide 
while of unsound mind at the - in- 
quest at Westminster on Gilbert 
Trocke: Williams (48), art master, 
of Cunningham-place, St, John's-, 
wood, who was found shot in Green| 
Park, Mr. Ingleby Oddie said that 
Williama clearly suffered from de- 
lusions of, persecution—a form of 
Insanity “that frequently affected 
introspective people. = - 

Mr. John Harker Newman, of 
“Rest Harrow," Hutton, Brentwood, 
‘said Williams was his brother-In- 
law, und served throdghout the 
war, being discharged with a 70 
per cent, disability pension | for 
heart disease. Two years ago: he 
came to London from Bootle in 
order to Increase his art master 
qualifications. ; 

’ Then, sald witness, Williams met 
Mr. Arthur’ Charles Stewart, ‘an 
artist, of Guntergrove, Chelsea, and 
eollaborated with him ingwriting a 
book on anatomy. He worked very 
hard, attending museums and {nter- 
viewing experts on the subject. 

“Not A Man of Affairs." *, 

Williams: was ‘also executor for 
his mother's estate, but he was not 
a man of affairs, ‘and became un- 
duly worried, “Some of the proper- 
ty could not be disposed of, and he 
seemed to be obsessed with the 
burden. He was ‘an abstemious 
man, and witness, had never heard 
him threaten to take his life. 

Mr. Oddie, reading from:a letter, 
said: “He speaks about persecution. 
Was anyone persecuting him?” Mr, 
Newman replied: “No, I think 
that muat have been a pure delu- 
sion.” It was also a delusion, that 
his Inndludy at the house he stayed 
at in . Lowestoft was. there “to 
entrap him.” : 

Mr. Arthur Charles Stewart, 
artist, of Chelsea,’ saide he and 
Williams had had an interview with 
their publishers ‘abéut the book on 
anatomy, and it was quite satisfac- 
tory.

It was at Gloucester in the interval 
of a Three, Choirs Festiva), when 
Elgar invited me to a room in the 
house’ which he had taken for the 
Festival, . Mme. Mary Anderson 
and I ‘formed the audience, | Fritz 
Kréisler ‘played the violin, and 
‘Elgar himself sat at the piano, and 
the single-proof sheets of the now 
well-known concerto were perform. 
ed right through for the first time. 
Last Sunday Kreialer and I for- 
gathered yet again, when he told me 
of his huge recent success in Milan 
and Rome, where he had not played 
since before the war. I asked him to 
Tepeat the story of his first playing 
in England, and he related that he 
made his English debut at either 
Eastbourne or Bournemouth, I for- 
get which, His party consisted of 
Hamilton Harty, now knighted, and 
Pedro de Zulueta, a Spanish singer, 
now a diplomat. The party—that 
is, the two former—received as 
thelr fee six guineas each: Fritz 
Krelsler a mere five guineas!

I stated that the United: States 
was then and, from the moment of 
the negotiations of the Washing- 
ton Treaty, had been prepared to

Sub-Inspector Carey who ar- 
ranged ‘the ‘police trap, was ques- 
tioned by Mr, Loseby on the proce- 
dure. adopted by the Police after 
a prisoner had made a statement, 
and elicited the information that it 
was not customary; as far as. wit- 
ness knew, for the Police to verlfy 
such statement, Witness later sup- 
plemented his reply by adding 
that if a prisoner pleaded an’ alibi 
inquirles would be made to verify
